To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors  of  the  Borough  of 
Spenborough. 

Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  Annual  Report  on  matters 
pertaining  to  the  health  of  the  people  of  Spenborough  and  to  the  work 
of  the  Health  Department  during  the  year.  Those  services  which  are 
the  responsibility  of  the  County  Council  to  provide  come  under  my 
administrative  direction  and  are  integrated  with  the  health  functions 
of  the  Borough  Council. 

There  is  little  remarkable  in  the  vital  statistics  of  the  Borough 
compared  with  recent  years.  The  table  on  page  15  shows  that  the 
birth  rate  13  -5  continues  lower  than  average,  and  the  death  rate, 
13-0,  somewhat  higher  than  the  average  for  compared  communities, 
and  whereas  the  infant  mortality  rate  of  28-4  deaths  of  infants  per 
1000  live  births,  the  stillbirth  rate  of  23-8  and  the  neo-natal  mortality 
rate  of  22-3  deaths  of  infants  under  one  month  per  1,000  live  births, 
are  this  year  in  general  conformity  with  the  County  averages  and  are 
poorer  than  the  national  figures,  this  has  not  generally  been  the  case. 
Usually  of  recent  years  our  figures  have  compared  more  than  favour¬ 
ably  and  the  setback  this  year  is  not  regarded  as  significant  of  a  trend. 

One  factor  which  is  not  apparent  but  is  worthy  of  mention  is  the 
predominance  of  male  deaths  over  females  in  the  age  group  45 — 64. 
This  is  not  particular  to  the  Spenborough  district  but  has  also  become 
a  feature  of  the  national  statistics.  Indeed,  in  this  age  group  among 
males  the  general  decline  noted  in  the  overall  mortality  rates  has  been 
halted  and  may  shortly  show  an  upturn.  The  reasons  are  primarily 
due  to  the  predominance  of  cancer  of  the  lung  and  coronary  throm¬ 
bosis  as  causes  of  death  at  these  ages  and  their  predilection  for 
affecting  males.  Between  45  and  64  years  of  age  there  were  75  male 
deaths  compared  to  68  female,  and  between  the  ages  of  45  and  50 
there  were  21  male  deaths  compared  with  14  female  deaths.  All 
the  13  deaths  from  cancer  of  the  lung  recorded  in  this  age  group 
occured  in  males,  and  21  of  the  30  instances  of  coronary  thrombosis 
also  occured  in  males. 

Where  the  preventive  and  medical  services  of  an  area  in  their 
present  form  show  no  obvious  inadequacies,  improvements  in  vital 
statistics  are  to  be  looked  for  in  consequence  of  improvements  to  be 
effected  in  the  environment,  particularly  in  relation  to  housing  and 
atmospheric  pollution,  to  improving  economic  and  social  conditions, 
to  better  understanding  through  education  of  the  personal  and 
individual  responsibility  for  health,  and  to  epidemiological  and  medical 
research  which  go  hand  in  hand.  In  regard  to  the  latter,  I  believe 
that  medical  officers  engaged  primarily  in  the  medical  services  will  in 
the  future  have  to  have  greater  access  to  the  clinical  study  of  disease 
if  they  are  to  be  able  to  attain  their  full  potential  in  contributing 
towards  better  health  and  longer  life. 
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In  the  meantime,  however,  there  is  still  much  to  be  done  to 
improve  the  health  of  special  sections  of  the  community.  For 
instance,  improvements  are  required  in  the  techniques  of  maintaining 
the  aged  and  infirm  in  their  own  homes,  together  with  increased 
hostel  accommodation  for  those  for  whom  this  type  of  life  proves  most 
suitable,  and  inevitably  more  hospital  accommodation  for  the  chronic 
and  aged  sick.  It  may  indeed  be  doubted  whether  hospital  and 
hostel  accommodation  of  this  nature  can  be  most  effectively  used 
while  remaining  administratively  distinct. 


Statistical  information  is  given  in  other  sections  of  the  report 
of  the  various  activities  carried  out  through  the  Health  Department 
and  I  feel  it  unnecessary  to  comment  at  length  upon  these.  The 
schemes  of  immunisation  against  whooping  cough  and  tuberculosis 
were  well  maintained,  and  further  progress  made  towards  establishing 
immunity  towards  poliomyelitis  in  the  group  of  children  aged  between 
six  months  and  fifteen  years.  It  is,  however,  difficult  to  understand 
why  the  number  of  children  registered  for  this  procedure  represents 
only  45 — 50%  of  the  total  number  within  the  group.  The  procedure 
itself  is  safe  and  efficacious,  and  parents  should  think  very  deeply 
before  even  hesitating  about  having  their  children  protected  against  a 
frightening  and  often  permanently  disabling  disease.  Four  cases  of 
poliomyelitis  were  notified  during  the  year,  two  of  which  were  paralytic 
and  two  of  the  non-paralytic  type. 


The  pandemic  of  Asian  type  influenza  which  started  in  the  Far 
East  in  the  early  part  of  the  year  reached  this  country  by  about  July, 
and  appeared  in  Spenborough  towards  the  middle  of  September.  It 
remained  in  epidemic  form  here  until  the  end  of  October,  and  while 
the  majority  of  cases  were  a  comparatively  mild  three  day  illness 
there  were,  of  course,  a  number  of  severe  cases,  and  four  deaths  were 
ascribed  to  this  cause.  During  the  period  of  the  epidemic  absences 
from  school,  which  were  our  most  reliable  evidence  of  incidence,  ran 
at  about  20 — 30%  and  so  far  as  one  could  judge  this  represented  the 
experience  of  industry  also. 


The  health  visiting,  home  nursing,  midwifery  and  clinic  services 
continued  their  routine  activities  much  as  in  recent  years,  and  contri¬ 
bute  greatly  to  the  wellbeing  of  the  people.  The  home  help  service 
also  proved  adequate  to  the  reasonable  demands  made  upon  it. 


Mental  health  social  work  can  provide  many  problems  and  these 
are  likely  to  increase  as  the  incidence  of  mental  ill-health  mounts. 
While  new  legislation  is  impending  which  will  greatly  affect  the  whole 
structure  for  the  treatment  and  segregation  of  the  mentally  defective 
and  the  mentally  sick  it  behoves  us  to  move  with  great  caution  in 
going  too  far  along  the  road  of  self  determination  for  those  who 
cannot  reliably  fit  into  the  trials  and  temptations  of  the  work-a-day 
world.  The  study  of  mental  health  may  well  prove  a  rich  field  for  the 
epidemiologist  and  sociologist  alike. 


The  school  medical  service  again  had  a  very  busy  year  and  an 
attempt  was  made  to  “ascertain”  all  the  children  in  ordinary  schools 
who  would  be  more  suitably  placed  in  the  Day  Special  School  for 
educationally  sub-normal  children  due  to  be  opened  at  Hartshead 
in  the  Spring  of  1958.  Of  fifty-three  examinations  carried  out  for 
this  purpose  twenty-five  children  were  recommended  for  transfer  to 
this  school  but  another  twenty-eight  were  recommended  for  special 
education  in  ordinary  schools.  This  latter  is  the  group  where  by  and 
large  attainment  does  not  match  potential,  and  is  I  consider  a  most 
important  one  which  does  not  receive  the  attention  which  it  merits, 
and  certainly  information  is  not  forthcoming  on  any  action  taken 
following  such  a  recommendation. 


So  far  as  the  environmental  public  health  is  concerned  note¬ 
worthy  efforts  were  made  to  secure  compliance  with  the  Food  Hygiene 
Regulations  and  details  of  this  drive  towards  clean  food  are  given 
by  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  on  page  48  of  the  report.  The 
slum  clearance  programme  was  also  maintained  by  the  representation 
of  167  houses,  bringing  the  total  dealt  with  since  1954  to  566. 

Difficult  problems  were  encountered  in  the  preparatory  work 
which  is  going  on  before  the  main  provisions  of  the  Clean  Air  Act 
come  into  force  in  1958,  but  the  Department  was  fortified  by  the 
support  readily  given  by  the  Health  Committee  in  its  efforts  to  over¬ 
come  these. 


The  privy  midden  and  tippler  conversion  schemes  made  less 
progress  this  year  but  the  completion  of  the  Hartshead  sewerage 
scheme  is  opening  the  way  to  a  further  extension  of  this  work. 

The  other  activities  of  the  Department  in  relation  to  environmental 
hygiene  are  too  numerous  to  mention  individually,  but  the  information 
given  under  each  section  in  the  body  of  the  report  shows  that  much 
indeed  was  done  and  remains  still  to  do. 


In  conclusion,  may  I  say  that  I  have  as  usual  been  much  indebted 
to  Mr.  Templeman,  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  not  only  for  his 
assistance  in  the  preparation  of  this  report  but  also  as  with  all  the 
other  members  of  the  staff  for  loyal  support  and  co-operation  at  all 
times.  I  would  also  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Health  Committee  for  their  courtesy  and  help  throughout  the  year 
which  has  given  impetus  to  our  endeavours.

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POPULATION  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS. 


The  population  of  the  Borough  of  Spenborough  according  to  the 
Registrar  General’s  estimate  at  the  middle  of  1957  was  36,500,  and  this 
figure  is  used  throughout  this  Report  in  calculating  rates. 

The  district,  although  mainly  industrial  in  nature,  contains  much 
open  space  and  a  fair  amount  of  agricultural  land.  There  are  over 
four  hundred  factories  in  the  district  but  only  about  ninety  of  these 
employ  more  than  twenty  persons.  Although  processes  connected 
with  the  woollen  textile  industry  are  the  predominant  industry,  a 
great  diversity  of  manufacture  is  carried  on.  There  is  the  advantage 
in  this  that  the  whole  community  can  not  be  affected  by  recession  in 
any  one  branch  of  industry.  The  small  size  of  many  of  the  factories 
renders  very  difficult  the  establishment  of  an  effective  industrial 
medical  service,  but  within  recent  years  development  of  welfare 
schemes,  canteens,  etc.,  in  the  larger  factories  has  proceeded  in  a  most 
satisfactory  manner.  Owing  to  the  way  in  which  the  Authority  was 
formed  by  the  amalgamation  of  a  number  of  pre-existing  townships 
population  has  tended  to  be  concentrated  in  comparatively  small 
aggregates  rather  than  spread  evenly  throughout  the  district,  but  this 
is  disappearing  year  by  year  owing  to  the  movement  within  the 
Borough  of  large  sections  of  the  community  into  new  housing  estates. 

During  the  year  employment  in  the  Borough  was  maintained  at 
the  high  level  to  which  we  have  become  accustomed  since  the  last  war 
and  though  there  was  a  small  amount  of  seasonal  short-time  working, 
the  total  number  affected  was  only  0-4%  of  the  industrial  population. 
About  mid-October  there  was  a  hardening  of  the  employment  situa¬ 
tion  with  workers  finding  it  exceedingly  difficult  to  find  jobs  once  they 
became  unemployed.  Towards  Christmas  short-time  working  again 
began  to  affect  the  area  and  there  was  a  general  tendency  for  overtime 
to  be  reduced.  By  the  end  of  the  year  unemployment  figures  had 
risen  to  0-7%  of  the  industrial  population  and  both  employers  and 
workers  in  a  number  of  trades  were  viewing  the  future  with  some 
concern. 

The  number  of  works  in  the  area  registered  as  disabled  increased 
slightly  during  the  year  and  at  its  close  the  number  looking  for  suitable 
employment  was  higher  than  for  many  years.  Whilst  most  local  firms 
continued  to  be  helpful  in  this  direction  a  review  in  November  showed 
that  a  number  were  not  employing  the  necessary  quota  of  disabled 
persons,  and  by  this  date  it  was  noticeable  that  due  to  the  decrease  in 
industrial  activity  suitable  posts  for  these  workers  were  increasingly 
difficult  to  find.

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DIPHTHERIA  AND  WHOOPING  COUGH  IMMUNISATION.— 


SMALLPOX  AND  POLIOMYELITIS  VACCINATION. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  following  tables  that  the  schemes  for 
immunisation  against  diphtheria  and  whooping  cough  still  figure 
largely  in  the  field  of  preventive  medicine.  Until  the  end  of  this  year 
separate  injections  for  both  diseases  were  used  in  our  clinics,  but 
following  an  amendment  to  the  County  Council’s  Scheme  it  will 
shortly  be  possible  for  us  to  offer  protection  by  “combined” 
inoculation. 

It  proves  extremely  difficult  in  practice  to  improve  greatly  upon 
the  figure  of  69%  under  the  age  of  five  years  protected  against 
diphtheria  and  one  would  like  to  see  this  much  higher  ;  after  that  age 
the  percentage  of  children  who  have  received  an  inoculation  at  some 
time  mounts  to  over  90%,  and  while  this  is  reasonably  satisfactory  it 
is  only  maintained  at  this  level  by  the  unceasing  endeavours  of  the 
doctors  and  the  health  visitors. 

Whooping  cough  immunisation  is  not  performed  after  the  age  of 
four  years  and  approximately  50%  of  the  children  at  that  age  have 
been  protected.  This  is  on  the  whole  a  disappointing  result  which  it  is 
hoped  will  be  improved  by  the  introduction  of  “combined”  vaccines 
requiring  fewer  injections. 

Strangely  enough  we  are  beginning  to  find  a  readier  acceptance 
of  vaccination  against  smallpox  and  this  year  more  were  carried  out  in 
infancy  than  I  can  previously  recollect.  The  number  performed 
under  one  year,  namely  203,  represent  about  40%  of  the  births  during 
the  year.

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INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

Four  cases  of  poliomyelitis  were  notified  in  the  third  and  fourth 
quarters  of  the  year.  Two  of  these  were  mild  non-paralytic  cases,  one 
a  severe  case  with  extensive  residual  paralysis,  and  one  a  case  of 
moderate  severity  with  only  slight  impairment  of  function. 

Measles  was  present  in  epidemic  form  during  the  first  three- 
quarters  of  the  year,  and  there  were  in  all  837  cases  notified  which  is 
one  of  the  heaviest  incidences  ever  recorded  in  Spenborough.  There 
were,  however,  no  deaths  ascribed  to  this  cause. 

When  it  is  realised  that  there  were  in  addition  some  290  cases  of 
chickenpox,  and  that  from  mid-September  to  the  end  of  October 
there  was  an  epidemic  of  Asian  type  influenza,  causing  school  attend¬ 
ances  to  drop  by  about  30%,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  young  people  of 
the  Borough  suffered  much  infectious  illness  during  the  year. 
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CASES  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 
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TUBERCULOSIS. 


The  year  saw  a  further  decline  in  the  number  of  cases  on  the 
register  and  also  in  the  number  of  new  cases  notified.  In  fact  the 
seven  new  pulmonary  cases  and  the  three  non-pulmonary  are  the 
least  number  ever  notified  in  Spenborough  in  a  year,  and  this  is  in 
spite  of  the  strenuous  efforts  made  to  trace  cases  by  tuberculin  testing 
and  other  means. 

The  clinical  nursing  duties,  social  work  and  contact  tracing  was 
continued  as  before  by  Nurse  Smith  who  also  attends  the  Consultant 
Chest  Clinic  at  Dewsbury  and  maintains  the  essential  liaison  between 
the  hospital  and  domiciliary  services.

MENTAL  HEALTH  SERVICES. 

Mrs.  de  la  Cour  has  continued  her  duties  as  Mental  Health  Social 
Worker  for  this  area,  and  in  addition  to  maintaining  supervision  of 
mental  defective  persons  in  their  own  homes  she  has  been  of  great 
assistance  in  obtaining  suitable  employment  for  some  of  these  patients, 
in  placing  them  in  Occupation  Centres,  and  in  arranging  the  details 
of  their  conveyance  from  their  own  homes  to  the  Centres. 

She  has  also  undertaken  with  success  visitation  of  patients 
discharged  from  mental  hospitals  and  in  co-operation  with  General 
Practitioners  has  materially  assisted  their  rehabilitation  in  the 
community.  A  good  understanding  and  co-operation  has  been 
achieved  between  the  General  Practitioners,  the  Hospital  staffs  and 
the  Public  Health  Services  in  this  field  which  is  undoubtedly  essential 
to  the  development  of  an  effective  mental  health  service. 

The  services  of  a  home  teacher  of  mental  defectives,  Mrs.  M.  E. 
Towell,  were  available  during  the  year  and  she  has  held  a  group 
training  class  on  one  half-day  a  week  at  the  Valley  Road  Clinic, 
Liversedge.

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HOME  NURSING  SERVICE. 


The  number  of  cases  attended  and  the  number  of  nursing  visits 
paid  to  sick  persons  in  their  own  homes  by  the  domiciliary  nurses 
was  substantially  similar  to  last  year,  and  it  is  felt  that  a  fully  adequate 
service  was  provided.  The  system  of  employing  Nurse  Gamble  as  a 
relief  nurse  in  all  districts  throughout  the  Division,  has  proved  sound 
administratively,  and  has  facilitated  the  continuity  of  the  care  of 
patients  throughout  the  year.  The  home  nurse  undertakes  practical 
work  under  the  direction  of  the  general  medical  practitioners,  and 
there  has  been  at  all  times  the  friendliest  co-operation  and  under¬ 
standing  between  the  doctors  and  the  nurses.  Increasingly,  home 
nursing  care  is  required  for  the  chronic  sick  and  infirm  in  their  own 
homes,  and  this,  together  with  the  other  social  services  available  for 
such  cases,  is  doing  untold  good  in  making  it  possible  for  them  to 
remain  in  their  own  home  environment,  and  among  their  friends  and 
neighbours.  There  is  little  doubt  that  the  demand  for  home  nursing 
will  grow.

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DOMICILIARY  MIDWIFERY  AND  ANTE-NATAL  CLINICS. 


As  in  previous  years  approximately  85%  of  the  new  births  in  Spen- 
borough  took  place  in  Maternity  Homes  or  Hospitals  and  the  domicili¬ 
ary  midwives  attended  86  cases  in  patient’s,  own  homes  as  shown 
below.  In  addition  the  midwives  made  ante-natal  visits,  attended 
the  Ante-Natal  Clinics  in  the  Divisional  area,  and  conducted  classes 
for  expectant  mothers  in  relaxation  techniques  and  in  education  for 
motherhood.  No  undue  problems  were  encountered  and  good 
co-operation  was  obtained  from  the  General  Practitioners  and 
Hospitals  staffs.  The  Ante-Natal  Clinic  at  Birkenshaw  was  closed 
early  in  the  year,  and  patients  from  that  area  now  attend  at  Elm 
Bank.

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HEALTH  VISITING  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 


Once  again  the  main  emphasis  was  placed  on  home  visiting  by 
trained  Health  Visitors  and  a  high  level  of  visitation  was  maintained.

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PROBLEM  FAMILIES. 


A  register  is  kept  in  the  Department  of  those,  fortunately 
comparatively  few,  families  in  the  district  which  are  considered  to 
need  special  attention  and  follow-up  for  their  own  good,  and  in 
particular,  in  order  to  prevent  neglect  of  the  children.  In  these 
duties  of  supervision,  the  staff  work  in  close  co-operation  with  the 
officials  of  the  National  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to 
Children,  with  the  School  Welfare  Officers  and  with  the  other  agencies 
which  are  available  to  assist  in  these  cases. 


So  far  as  the  care  of  the  children  is  concerned,  neglect  is  the 
principal  cause  for  concern,  and  this  usually  in  the  form  of  lack  of 
cleanliness,  and  failure  to  provide  adequate  clothing,  bed  clothing, 
etc.  There  can  be  little  doubt  that  whereas  a  complete  cure  is  seldom 
to  be  expected,  supervision  by  trained  staff  does  much  to  prevent  the 
disruption  of  these  families,  and  leads  at  least  to  an  acceptable 
minimum  of  living  standards  in  the  majority  of  cases.

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SCHOOL  HEALTH  SERVICE. 


The  following  section  of  the  Report  shows  in  statistical  form  the 
work  carried  out  in  connection  with  the  supervision  of  the  health 
of  children  attending  school  in  Spenborough.  The  majority  of  the  work 
follows  on  from  the  routine  inspections  carried  out  in  respect  of  school 
entrants,  eight  year  olds,  first  year  secondary  school  and  leavers. 
Special  examinations  are  also  made  where  required  among  the 
remainder  of  the  school  population. 

As  the  Report  shows  the  standard  of  physical  condition  and 
nutrition  is  very  high,  and  there  can  be  no  doubt  that  over  the  years 
the  School  Health  Service  has  played  a  major  part  in  achieving  this 
very  desirable  situation.  In  consequence  the  ascertainment  of  special 
defect  and  the  provision  made  for  children  suffering  from  them  is 
ever  improving.  It  requires,  for  example,  little  imagination  to 
understand  the  benefit  to  be  derived  from  Speech  Therapy,  Child 
Guidance,  Physiotherapy  or  Chiropody,  although  the  numbers 
requiring  these  services  are  fortunately  small. 

Tuberculin  Testing  of  school  entrants  and  eight  year  olds  continued 
as  a  routine  measure  during  the  year.  Whereas  only  4%  were 
positive  at  entry  some  7%  were  positive  at  eight  years  of  age,  and  it 
may  be  possible  in  future  years  to  make  use  of  this  information  in 
tracing  the  sources  of  infection. 

With  regard  to  the  B.C.G.  Scheme  the  percentage  of  acceptances 
was  the  same  as  last  year.  No  untoward  effects  have  resulted  from 
the  employment  of  this  vaccine  which  is  believed  to  give  a  good 
measure  of  protection  against  tuberculosis  in  the  dangerous  years  of 
adolescence. 

The  health  education  talks  given  by  the  School  Nurses  to  the 
senior  girls  at  the  Secondary  Modern  School  continued  this  year  and 
we  believe  that  they  have  their  valuable  part  to  play  in  the  proper 
education  of  the  mothers  of  the  future.

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TUBERCULIN  JELLY  TESTING  OF  SCHOOL  ENTRANTS  AND 

EIGHT-YEAR  OLDS. 

Tuberculin  jelly  testing  of  school  entrants  and  eight  year  olds 
continued  as  a  routine  measure  throughout  the  year.  A  letter  of 
explanation  and  consent  form  was  sent  by  the  teachers  with  the  Form 
N.P.  to  the  children  in  these  groups  when  they  were  due  for  medical 
examination  at  school.  These  were  returned  to  the  school  and  the 
school  nurse  applied  the  tuberculin  and  control  jelly  to  those  children 
whose  parents  had  consented  to  this  procedure  being  carried  out,  three 
days  before  the  school  medical  inspection  was  due  to  be  held.  The 
School  Medical  Officers  read  these  results  when  the  children  were 
presented  for  medical  inspection  and  the  implications  were  explained 
to  the  parents.  Where  the  jelly  test  proved  to  be  positive,  the 
children  were  invited  to  the  school  clinic  for  a  further  skin  test  and, 
where  this  again  proved  to  be  positive,  the  tuberculosis  visitor  was 
informed  and  she  arranged  for  follow-up  of  the  child  and  contacts  at 
the  chest  clinic.

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CLEANLINESS  INSPECTIONS. 

Three  routine  inspections  were  carried  out  at  each  school  by  the 
school  nurses  and  a  total  of  12,972  inspections  and  re-inspections  were 
carried  out.  292  individual  children,  were  reported  to  be  un¬ 
satisfactory  on  398  occasions  but  it  should  be  pointed  out  that  in 
the  majority  of  cases  the  degree  of  infestation  is  extremely  light. 

The  remedial  procedure  adopted  on  the  discovery  of  these  defects 
is  to  notify  the  parents  informally  in  the  first  instance,  visiting  if 
necessary  to  give  advice  on  the  methods  of  dealing  with  infestation. 
If  cure  is  not  effected  the  nurse  visits  the  home  and  interviews  the 
parents,  and  finally,  if  it  is  evident  that  insufficient  care  is  being 
exercised,  the  Statutory  Notice  under  the  Education  Act,  1944,  is  sent 
requiring  the  child  to  be  cleansed  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Medical 
Officer  or  of  the  person  appointed  by  him  for  that  purpose  within 
48  hours.  No  Statutory  Notices  were  issued  during  the  year.

A  sample  of  sausage  taken  in  a  butcher's  shop  was  found  to 
contain  preservative  although  no  notice  was  displayed  in  the  shop  to 
that  effect.  A  prosecution  was  taken  and  the  Defendants  were  fined 
£5  Os.  Od.  and  ordered  to  pay  £2  10s.  Od.  costs. 

It  was  decided  in  one  case,  for  failing  to  exhibit  a  notice  that 
sausage  contained  preservative  to  issue  a  Caution  ;  and  in  another 
case  a  Caution  was  issued  in  respect  of  a  sausage  sample  found  to  be 
deficient  in  meat. 


One  milk  sample  was  found  to  be  slightly  deficient  in  fat  and 
the  Vendor  was  Cautioned.

The  loaf  was  submitted  for  examination  to  identify  the  nature  of 
a  foreign  body  adhering  to  the  loaf.  It  was  found  to  be  a  portion  of  a 
wiping  cloth,  such  as  is  used  for  wiping  the  inside  of  baking  tins.  A 
warning  was  issued  to  the  firm  concerned. 

The  two  samples  of  canned  pork  were  part  of  a  consignment  of 
approximately  1\  tons  being  held  in  a  warehouse.  The  Department 
was  asked  to  give  an  opinion  as  to  their  fitness  for  human  consumption.. 
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In  view  of  the  large  quantity  involved,  specimen  tins  were  submitted 
for  analysis  and  bacteriological  examination.  The  Analyst  reported 
that  the  contents  of  the  tins,  although  somewhat  discoloured,  con¬ 
tained  nothing  to  affect  the  health  of  the  consumer.  The  Bacterio¬ 
logist  reported  that  the  contents  were  sterile.  In  view  of  these 
reports,  the  consignment  was  not  surrendered  as  being  unfit  for 
human  consumption,  but  was  returned  to  the  importer  as  being 
unsaleable.

It  is  gratifying  to  be  able  to  report  that  it  has  been  possible 
during  the  current  year  to  devote  considerable  time  and  energy  to  the 
supervision  of  food  premises  and  the  implementation  of  the  Food 
Hygiene  Regulations,  1955,  as  can  be  seen  from  the  number  of 
premises  inspected  and  the  number  of  notices  served.  Special 
attention  has  been  given  to  premises  where  foodstuffs  are  prepared, 
such  as,  cafes,  restaurants,  canteens,  bakehouses,  and  the  preparation 
of  meat  products.  The  amount  of  works  required  to  be  executed  in 
order  to  bring  the  premises  up  to  a  satisfactory  standard  as  required 
by  the  Regulations,  was  found  to  be  considerable.  However,  it  is 
pleasing  to  note  that,  in  the  main,  the  firms  and  managements  con¬ 
cerned  have  willingly  co-operated  in  the  carrying  out  of  improvements 
to  their  premises. 

Following  the  receipt  of  a  notice  which  necessitated  the  carrying 
out  of  works  of  a  structural  character,  the  owners  of  three  businesses 
decided  to  close  down.  Whilst  it  is  regretted  that  businesses  have  to 
be  discontinued,  it  appears  inevitable  that  to  attain  a  satisfactory 
standard  of  food  hygiene,  it  may  be  necessary  for  some  small  establish¬ 
ments  to  close  down  as  they  will  be  unable  to  bear  the  financial  cost 
of  making  their  premises  comply  with  modern  hygiene  practice.  In 
certain  of  the  smaller  businesses  it  appears  that  the  most  contentious 
item  of  the  Regulations  is  the  provision  of  a  wash-hand  basin  for 
personal  ablution  in  addition  to  an  existing  sink.  However,  the 
necessity  for  this  has  been  explained  to  the  persons  concerned,  and  the 
results  obtained  therefrom  have  been  satisfactory. 

A  detailed  survey  was  carried  out  of  all  the  canteens,  food  serving 
places  and  washing-up  facilities  in  connection  with  the  Schools  Meals 
Service  provided  by  the  West  Riding  County  Council,  and  a  schedule 
of  the  works  required  to  be  carried  out  sent  to  the  Director  of 
Education.  Following  this,  I  made  a  joint  inspection  of  all  these 
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premises  with  the  Schools  Meals  Officer,  when  complete  agreement  was 
achieved  on  the  works  required,  which  are  being  carried  out  as 
expeditiously  as  possible.  The  co-operation  shown  by  the  Schools 
Meals  Officer  was  admirable. 

In  conjunction  with  the  Principal  of  the  Ashlar-Spen  Valley 
Institute  of  Furthc:  Education,  a  course  in  Food  Hygiene  was  held  in 
the  local  Grammar  School  during  the  autumn  term.  The  course 
extended  over  six  evenings  and  consisted  of  lectures  with  films  and 
filmstrips  as  illustrations.  Two  of  the  lectures  were  given  by  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  four  by  one  of  the  Public  Health 
Inspectors.  The  average  attendance  was  31  which  considering  the 
inclement  weather  during  this  period,  was  gratifying. 

As  the  education  of  food  handlers  is  of  paramount  importance 
in  order  to  obtain  a  clean  food  supply,  it  is  hoped  that  in  addition 
to  short  informal  talks  given  to  personnel  by  the  Public  Health 
Inspectors  during  routine  inspections  of  food  premises,  further 
courses  may  be  arranged.

SMOKE  ABATEMENT. 

326  observations  of  30  minutes  duration  were  taken  during  the 
year.  Of  these  60  were  unsatisfactory,  and  an  informal  notice  was 
served  in  each  case.  90  boiler  plant  inspections  were  carried  out  in 
connection  with  the  unsatisfactory  smoke  emissions.  4  Abatement 
Notices  were  served. 

During  the  year  it  has  been  possible  to  devote  considerably  more 
time  to  smoke  abatement,  and  this  is  reflected  in  the  increased  numbers 
of  observations  taken  and  the  boiler  plants  inspected. 

Special  attention  has  been  given  to  a  chemical  works  which  has 
been  the  source  of  much  complaint  regarding  the  prolonged  emissions 
of  dense  smoke  and  obnoxious  gases.  Due  to  the  fact  that  the  main 
offending  chimney  at  these  works  received  flue  gases  from  a  large 
number  of  furnaces  and  boilers,  some  of  which  are  the  responsibility 
of  the  Council,  and  others  that  of  H.M.  Alkali  Inspector,  difficulty 
has  been  experienced,  due  amongst  other  things  to  a  complete  absence 
of  instrumentation,  in  pinpointing  the  offending  furnaces.  By 
constant  visiting  and  discussions  with  the  management,  and  with  the 
co-operation  of  the  Alkali  Inspector,  a  considerable  reduction  in  the 
emission  of  smoke,  and  to  a  lesser  extent  of  obnoxious  fumes,  has  been 
achieved.  In  order  to  comply  with  the  relevant  provisions  of  the 
Clean  Air  Act,  when  this  becomes  fully  operative,  further  improve¬ 
ments  will  undoubtedly  have  to  be  carried  out  to  various  plants  in 
these  works.  This  has  been  discussed  with  the  management,  and 
measures  are  being  taken  by  them  to  make  this  effective. 


The  opportunity  has  been  taken,  whilst  visiting  boiler  plants, 
to  discuss  with  the  management  and  works  engineers  the  provisions 
of  the  Clean  Air  Act.  In  the  main,  it  is  thought  that  industry 
realises  its  responsibilities  in  this  matter,  but  nevertheless,  it  is  true 
to  say  that  in  several  cases  there  exists  a  considerable  amount  of 
apathy  to  the  reduction  of  atmospheric  pollution. 

In  the  early  part  of  the  year  a  survey  of  all  boiler  plants  in 
Council  property  was  carried  out,  in  order  to  determine  whether  they 
could  be  fired  without  creating  nuisance  from  smoke  emissions. 
With  the  exception  of  the  public  baths,  all  plant  was  found  capable  of 
being  fired  smokelessly,  and  with  the  co-operation  of  the  Engineer  and 
Surveyor  this  plant  is  now  fired  with  smokeless  fuel  in  lieu  of  bitumin¬ 
ous  coal. 

It  is  disappointing  to  report  that  two  attempts  were  made  to  run 
a  Course  of  Instruction  for  Boiler  Operators,  one  in  conjunction  with 
the  Ashlar/Spen  Valley  Evening  Institute  and  the  other  with  the 
National  Industrial  Fuel  Efficiency  Service,  but,  unfortunately,  on 
both  occasions,  the  response  was  extremely  poor,  and  it  was,  there¬ 
fore,  necessary  to  cancel  further  arrangements.
